June 28 Ifl — Soviet 
Premier 'Khrushchev arrived m 
East Berlin today and was told 
that president Kennedy's trip to 
West Berlin win mode for the 
purpose of creating enmity 
among Germans. Khrushchev 
said he ogrecd. 

He came for a sununit meet- 
ing with leaders of. soviet bloc 
countries. 

Walter Ulbrleht, the spade- 
bearded East. German Commu- 
nist leader, greeted Khrushchev 
With a kl^ and declared In a 
IKlcomJng apeech: 
I 4'Kennedy came to West Ber^ 
Un to etir iip the wxt German 
pfeopte agajost the people of East 
Germany In the mterests ol the 
American monopoUsta." 

In reply Khrushchev said he 
agreed completely with mbrlcht's 
analysis of the Kennedy visit to 
West Berlin on Wednesday. 

Khrushchev stepped out ol 
plane accompanied by his wife, 
Nina.

Hot, muggy weather embraced

Partly cloudy and cloudy skies 
prevailed over most of the east- 
em third of the continent, the 
Pacific Northwest and along' the 
northern California coast. The 
remainder of the country had 
generally clear skies, shrouded 
Intermittently with clouds which 
dropped scattered rainfalls. 

The uncomfortably hot weath- 
er came on the heels ot a scorch- 
er which sent the mercury roar- 
ing Into the mld-OOs In many 
parts ot the country Thursday, 
causing serious water shortages 
In some towns and cities.

Secretary of ARriculture Orville L. 
Freeman showB every indication of let- 
ting' American wheat farmern stew in 
their own juice. He Heems determined to 
prove to farmers they were wronfr ir 
voting down hifl wheat plan last May 21, 
It has never occurred to the secretary 
for 80 much an a second that perhaps 
American farmers know more about 
what they want than he does. Neither 
has it occurred to the secretary that per- 
haps farmers know more about farming 
than the secretary. . 

Secretary Freeman a approach to the 
wheat referendum was that-hia plan was 
the only salvation for farmers. Anything 
else would spell disaster both for the 
farmers and the American economy. He 
made an aW-out effort to win support, 
even to the extent of bringing undue 

Sressuro on farmers. Then when hifl 
and was called, he used the, "Why I'd 
never do anything like that" approach 
and went right ahead with all the pros- 
Bure he could muster. 

Democratic congressmen stumped 
their home territories encouraging farm- 
ers to approve, the administration plan, 
painting n black picture of what would 
happen if they didn't. In short, there 
has never been such a determined and 
intensive campaign .on behalf of any 
proposal submitted to a referendum vote 
of farmers. Any protests or opposition 
were lambasted as "propaganda" of the 
Farm Bureau. 
Now Secretary Freeman detects "little 
- evidence" that wheat growers want a 
new program for wheat. He says he has 
been In constant contactr^ith congress 
"and it Ja my judgment . . . that it would 
be impossible to pass any Wnd of wheat 
legislation." The good secretary aays hia 
department has been studying various 
courses of action under the present law 
which would help strengthen the income 
of farmers while further reducing grain 
surpluses. 

It's a lot of double talk. The Farm Bu- 
reau was the most outspoken opposition 
in the wheat referendum and the Farm 
Bureau won. It was a stinging, humili- 
ating defeat for Secretary Freeman who 
^Ifforited so hard for hip proposal. 

If Secretary FVeeman has his way now, 
he'll go through the motions but not 
actually do anything In hopes 1964 will 
aee s wheat fiasco so he can blame the 
whole thing on the Farm Bureau. There's 
one little element that hasn't been given 
due consideration. Next year is an elec- 
tion year and there will be some sort of 
wheat program. 

There's a real, certain way to reduce 
wheat acreages and wheat surpluses. If 
all federal controls were removed from 
wheat, supply and demand would take 
care of the situation in short order. No 
farmer is going to plant wheat he has 
no chance to sell. And so long as he can 
Boll his crop to the government, he's not 
interested m trying anything else. The 
federal program has brought a lot of 
marginal land and marginal operators 
into the wheat picture, land and oper- 
ators that would disappear innhort order 
if the federal handout were withdrawn. 

Has Secretary Freeman given much 
consideration to that route?

Then members of 
coiiirreH would knock off work and so home and 
dtscuu the budget with lobbyists nnd even plain 
conatltuenw. They would return on the second 
Monday In November lor a llacul session cndhig 
Dee. 31, Incidentally, It would give congress a 
summer vacation durlnn which frayed tempers 
could be mended and perhaps even tome quiet 
thinking done. 

ONLY EMEBOENCIES— Only emergency fis- 
cal- measures would be considered during the 
legislative session, and only emenfcncy leglala- 
tlon could be debated during the budget session. 
In these wild days, there would ,«»'«ys be some 
alleged emergency, of course, but the Magnuson 
system Is sUll an tmprovemenl over the present 
hit-and-miss charade. 

Another advanCaga to the proposal Is that It 
would be necessary to put the appropriation bills 
on a calendar year bssJa. The government's fiscal 
year now nms from July 1 to June 30, but there 
Is altvsys so much wrangllnji that it's often 
August or September before congress votes the 
money. As a consequence, the federal government 
usually has to operate on temporary emergency 
resolutions, which are bulled through In an emer- 
gency atmosphere and read like tt. 

CAPITAL ASSET LISTED— Magnuson also Is 
asking f;ir two features presently missing from 
tho budget. He would require a showing of the 
amount ol proposed approprlaUons and expen- 
ditures reimbursable to the treasury, and a re- 
port on the total coplta) aasetd of the govenunent 
and their value as of the end of the last fiscal 
year. All businesses require such a. showing, but 
so far the cl (J sen -stockholders of the blersest 
business of all have been deprived of this In- 
formation, 

Tha way congress operates now, tho new sys- 
tem win be a long time coming, but It has a 
good chance of being adopted once the legisla- 
tors 'ind time to consider It. Its only drawback 
Is that It makes sense, and congress Is alwayr 
suspicious of that Iclnd ol thlnz.

tlon for Uia alliance and new 
ways must be found to hold It 
together. In every speech he 
makes he atrexea the ties that 
link the free -world In such a 
way that the security of one 
Is the fieciu'lty of all. 

The tranalllon could hardly be 
more precarious, and thla Is the 
urgency^ behind a venture that 
puts an' extraordinary strain on 
the chief executive at^a time 
when he Is confronted with a 
great domestic crlsla. Tht puzzle 
Is like the old gome of jack- 
straws. You pult one piece out 
of the tangled heap and the 
whole mass falls Into disarray. 

The multUatenl mUed-man- 
ned nuclear force may or may 
not be an appropriate instru- 
ment to bring a new kind o 
unity to the alliance. It inay 
prove no answer to the rising 
Ude of separatism. The Oerman 
defense minister, Kal-Uwe von 
Hasse, does not bellovo In the 
rule of unanimity for control 
over such a force. The British, 
If they accept It, will insist that 
the miiallea may be fired only 
under tho rule of unanimity and 
that rule can bo altered only 
by agreement of all" the part- 
ners. 

The proposal for such a force 
wnea as some am&ll hope has 
been revived of a nuclear test- 
bnn flsreeroent with the Soviet 
Union, To Harold Wilson, who 
Is very likely to be Bi-Jtaln's 
next prime minister.

For Disease 

DE3 MOINES, June 3S-~Wllh 
the maximum danger season for 
teptooplrosls now here, farmers 
were warned today by authori- 
ties lo keep livestock away trom 
low, swamp pastures and sloW' 
moving streams. 

These are the arens where 
form animals are moat likely to 
pick up this 113 mlllion-dollar- 
a-yesr disease, according to the 
American Foundation tor Animal 
Health. People can also pick It 
up by swimming In contaminated' 
streams. 

Be«t precaution for farmers to 
take to protect slock against 
"lepto" Is to have a veterinarian 
raocIns(« In advance of an out-' 
break. Today's lepbonpirosls vaC' 
clnes give good immunity when 
properly administered, lay 
foundation. 

In both cattle and swine, the 
disease causea abortions. This 
may lead the farmer to confuse 
It with brucellosis unless an 
ourate diagnosis Is obtained. 

The foundation' recommends 
that «tock be kept out of low 
swampy pastures . and slow> 
moving Blreflm^ and tliat feed 
and watering fxol.'ltles (i« pro- 
tected against conlomlnatloR, 
and that In known areas of In. 
feollon oattle and swine be kept 
aeparated.

Linn county, Oregon, decided 
to find out when It "poved" the 
floor of a 4-H buUdng at the 
county fairground. Using the 
same techniques perfected durtog 
treatment of some BO miles of 
county' roads, they "salt stabil- 
ized" the floor of the huge, bain- 
llke structure. 

"It worked very well for them," 
Anthony Tlmmons. technical ser- 
vice manager, L^le Salt com- 
pany, reporCetf. "at coane, bwW 
know more alter the floor haa 
seen a sunuher ot hard use." 

"If the surface does hold up 
weU, this might weU be an Indi- 
cation that salt atabllliaUon eon 
bo used effectively to curb dust 
to feedlots," Tlmmons added, 

Dust, odors and files an thre« 
of the main nuisances plosulnt 
feedlot operators. 

"CalU« start getting tr^^y to- 
ward the close ot the day. Dust 
forma a layer over the feedlot 
and eventog ttreeses blow it over 
a wide area," Tlmmons ex- 
plained. "Ihls can be singularly 
poor public relations when that 
wide area happens to be, as It 
often does, a bousing develop- 
ment."

Iti Instances 
whtre the graw was hit by 
storms, yield wllWhe reduced 
considerably, 

Nornully * the yield Is about 
700 lo 1,000 pourjds per acre. 
Even with yields cut BO per cent 
there will still be some profit 
to harvesting ginss need, 

Hedrick says seed reduction 
from storms In iwino ciwm would 
not bo as harsli as reduction ot 
vield by drouRhL whIcJt 
[Ikeiy in many ports of Twin 
Falls county prior to tlie storm 
period. Hedrick notes In most 
oases where whont anjl grain 
are down tlie tanner |s out his 
Investment tor tlin yeor, name- 
ly Uie cost ot working Uie land, 
Irrigation fees, and seed coats 
chalked up ngMniA- Ujo loss.

Oooch has kept accuraU 
records on his fertlllilng pro- 
gram and Its end result for this 
period of Ume, said Cecil Pope, 
soil conservation service. 

Pope reportejL Oooch has kept 
the land in proper balance with 
js good rotation .1 program, and 
has kept. the farm in good 'ap- 
pearance With aultable buUdlngs, 
equipment and adequaU fences. 
Borne ot Oooch's permanent pas- 
tures were seeded to ladlna some 
30 years ago. ^ 

Oooch has spent a lot of time 
clearing the land in previous 
years, has done much leveling. 
Ditches in fields were moved to 
other locations to enable him 
to use water to greater advan- 
tage and make the fields and 
ditches more desirable. 

Oooch has rotated crops from 
hay to com, then grain and new

. That is why good hog farmers 
today are More concerned with 
Increasing their etflciency 
production than In ahavlQg i 
essary production costs. 

Gutting the amount of protein 
supplement fed with grain li not 
as thrifty as It might at first 
sound, according to Dr. H. B. 
Oeurln, manager ot awlne re- 
search, Ralston Purina company. 
It takes about U bushels ot 
■atralght corn to produce 100 
pounds ot pork, he points out. 
The same amount ot pork can be 
produced on only about B bushels 
of com and tS pounds ot supple- 
ment. This la a gross saving ot 
7 bushels ot com against 4B 
pounds ot supplement, represent- 
ing a net saving that Is partlcu. 
larly critical when hog prices 
are not the best. 

Hoga fed a proper ration ot 
grain and proUln sui^emetit 
reach market weight in about 
four and two-third months. Hogs 
fed com alone require about 
eight months to reach the same 
weight. Obviously, diluting the 
ration by reducing the aupple- 
ment slows the fanner's produc-

WASHINOTON, June 38 m- 
The agrlilture department's 
Current col^storage report shows 
that commodities In refrigerated 
warehouses on June 1 totaled 441 
billion pounds. 

These- supplies were two per 
cent below those on June i, 1962, 
but 10 per^nt larger than the 
'une 1, 1557-61 average. 

The' department said orange 
concentrate holdings dropped 
three million gallons during May 
to 4« million. This decline was In 
contrast to a gain of IB million 
gallons during May, 1M2. and a 
five-year average gain ot elglu 
million gallons lor month. 

Proien fruu stocks on June 1 
totaled 370 million pounds, U 
per cent leas than a year earlier 
and four per cent under average. 

Proien vegeUble supplies on 
June 1 totaled MS million 
pounds. A year ago the frozen 
vegetable supplies totaled S73 
million pounds. 

Butter in storage moved up ^ 
million pounds to a total ot 3B0 
million pounds ol this, amount, 
ni million pounds were govern- 
ment stocks. Butter stocka a year 
earlier ' toUled 3BT million 
pounds, ot which 33B million 
were ^^>l'eroOTmt- owned. 

Cheese stocks on June 1 to- 
taled 33B million pounds, a gsln 
of 31 miUion from the previous 
month. 

Warehouse holdings ot shell 
egg stocks were 218,000 cases. A 
year ago supplies were 319,000 
cases. The average ts 804,000 
cases. Frozen egg Stocks were 63 
million pounds on June l, com* 
pered with S9 million a year 
earlier. ^, 

Froeen poultry supplies

The deportment said the stan- 
dards were developed to promote 
belter care and sanitary prac- 
tices In Che production of milk, 
to assure that processing meth- 
ods and practices are adequate 
to attain higher, more uniform 
quality and greater stability In 
finished dairy products. 

The Idea behind the operation 
is to sell more dairy products 
through increased consumer ac- 
ceptance.

Survey Shows Farmers Can

An agriculture department atudy 
shows that farm - families who 
can provide vacation facilities 
for city folks can add materially 
to thsir Incomes, especial)}' al- 
ter two or three years liL the 
revenue-producing sldellhe.' ' 

It takes about a. year to gel 
started In the business of pro- 
vldlng vacations on a farm, ac- 
cording to a department survey 
of five east central Ohio coun- 
ties where many farm families 
hare begun operating vacation 
resorts. The counties surveyed 
are Belmont, Carroll, Ouernsey, 
Monroe and Noble. 

THe survey showed that pro- 
viding vacation opportunities on 
farms. brought In tlSO to 
extra Income annuslly.

The researchers col- 
lected dau on volumes of meat 
handled, the procurement and 
selling practices from packers, 
wholesale meat dlsCrlbutlons, 
and retail food chains. They also 
used census data. 

7D« department said the study 
was part of a program ot con- 
tihulng research to determine 
th* structure of the Bouthem 
PlaUu livestock and meat indus- 
try, its competitive potential, 
and the effects of economlo 
forces such as population. In- 
come, and technology 
market structure. 

The study showed that large 
retail chahu, and voluntary and 
cooperative retail groups are 
growing rapidly and . shifting to 
centralized meat buying. Betail 
nnphasia on buying is on prod- 
ucts of specified— ^lualltf and 
uniformity. The increased Im- 
portance of commercial cattle 
feeding }n ths SouUiem Plains 
has given the area its own sup- 
plies ot quality beef. Population 
and Income growth have caused 
increased demand. 

As a tesult, the study ahowed, 
changes that may be expected to 
come about in the Southern 
FUlna meat industry Include: 
more special lutlon, increase In 
sUe ot slaughtering plants, de- 
crease In number of wholesaling 
firms, additional federal Inspec- 
tion of slaughtering facflKfes, 
and hicreased emphasis on pork 
and other cured products.

Is gesierally conceded to be in- 
creuing. 

Rustling takes many forms in 
different states, 

OatUemen in the plains and 
semi-desert sUtes report the pre- 
vailing method U wllh trucks, 
ranging from pickups tor little 
Jobs to big trailer rigs for ma- 
Jor efforts, in either casa tnk' 
lug advantage ot fast, modern 
highways. 

Jack Oomellus. president, Ok' 
lahoma state bcnrd of agrloul' 
lure, said riisUirs often use bli 
rigs lor Jobs In that sUte, where, 
he said, "rusUmg Is detmitely 
on the rise." 

"You can steal cattle in Boise

In most 
oases, though, it^ presumed the 
thief wants the meat for him' 
self or hU family to eat. 

Belling a veal calf Is relatively 
easy. Hie young animal Is not 
expected to have a bnnd and 
ownership ot a cow glvi 
the right to have a calf, 

Pot larier animals, falsiried 
papers are an answer. 

Then Uiere are small auottont 
and slaughter houses, especially 
In states where brand Inspection 
regulations are not mandatory. 

Cornelius said lu the Midwest 
many such places will buy the 
animals, knowing what they're 
buying and paying sulwtanllally 
leu tor It, With a lllfile care, he 
said, a rustler can tell to a big- 
ger market wKlioul t)ie buyer 
knowing Uie goods are ilokn. 

There's one big deterrent to 
catUe rusUIng: The old taslilcned 
cattle brand, 

In rare Instances nowadays a 
rustler will steal cattle and at- 
tempt to bum over a brand with 
a new sign. In thu case, he must 
hold the cattle lor several 
monUu until the brand li "heal' 
ed and peeled," 

California has 38,000 regliiered 
brands, Texas over lOQ.OOO. Mew 
brands are adgkl every year, but 
many go backfo tlie days of Uie 
vaquerM. 

Just about linpoMlble to 
pin a dollars -and -cents value on 
rustling losses. Kur one thing, 
tot of cattle reporjcd mlulng 
bave merely strayed, and many 
missing and returned - 
reported.

Poor Diets ' 

Bothering 

Teen-Agers 

WASHINOTON, JUne 38 Hit— 
An agriculture department nu- 
tritionist says the fear of behig 
overweight is keeping many teen- 
age girls from eating adequate 
diets, according to an Idaho 
study, 

'Whether they are tat or not. 
most teen-age girls are afraid 
they are or might be." said Dr. 
Evelyn Splndler, 'That Is one 
reason why a good many of them 
are not eating adequately." 

Dr, Splndier, who works In the 
department's federal extension 
service, said there are other reS' 
rhy some teen-age girls are 
poorly nourished. 

"They skip breakfast." she 
said, "they eat poor snacks (one- 1 
fourth of a day's calories may 
from snacks), and they 
drbilc no milk— or not enough." 

Dr. Splndler said the problem 
Is to erase ihe fear o/ being over- 
weight from the teen-age mind 
by showing the girls how they 
can have normal weight and stlU ' 
It good, nutritious meals. 
She said It Is Important ttiAt. 
youngsters understand how a 
good diet contributes to correct 
weight as well as shiny hair, 
clear skin and good posture. 

Dr. Splndler said teen-age gfrls 
ar6 going to do what their friends 
do— snack, party, and even skip 
a meal from time to time. 

"This need not be especially 
bod," she said, "If the youngster 
does It sensibly, she can snack 
on nourlshUig foods as well as 
on 'empty calories.'" 

Dr. Spmdler's comments were 
made In the wake of a coopera- 
tive study of the diets of 374 
teen-agers In three Idaho com- 
munities which showed that 30 
per cent' of the youngsters did 
not eat enough proper foods. 

The study by the Idaho agri- 
cultural experiment station, the 
agricultural research service, and 
the Idaho department of public 
health included the seven- day 
diA records of ISO girls and 134 
boys. The records showed that 
the youngsters who did not cat 
the proper foods were eating less 
than half the recommended al- 
lowMcee of one or, more nutri- 
ents. 

There were several reasons for 
thff deficiency, according to the, 
study. Besides skipping ' meals, : 
the youngsters— IS and 17 years 
old~&te fewer snacks than the 
rest of the group, and the snacks 
tb^ did were not enough to 
compensate for meals missed. 
They also ate less food in gener- 
al. Some youngsters drank only 
1.S cups of milk a week, 1.7 oups 
of fruit and vegetftbles, and 3.0 
cupr^Dt meat. 

The diets of the underfed boys 
and glilB contained ft good varie- 
ty of foods, but there simply was 
not enough, the records showed. 
If the youngsters had eaten 
larger portions or more nu- 
trltksu snacks, they would have 
had fairly good diets. 

The researchers said that In 
most instancea -the poor cAtlng 
habits Were not the result of 
poor cconomlo' conditions. The 
money spent on the deficient 
diets oould hav« bought an ade- 
quftte diet, the study showed. 

A conclusion reached by the 
reaearchen was that too many 
young persons lack enough nu- 
tritional Interest or know-how to 
select tood wisely. 

"nie summary ot findings In 
the study said: "Adequate tliiake 
of nutrients is primarily a matter 
of self-discipline and wise s^lec- 
ilon, based on knowledge ot the 
nutrlUoiul Importance of each 
tood group translated Into Im 
proved eating habits."
